Proof  coins,  branch  mints  1892-1934  unc.,  currency  and  commemoratives 

seem  to  be  rising  the  most  rapidly  at  present  with  most  bringing  close  to  listed 
values  and  a great  number  bringing  even  more.  Many  are  rising  from  month 
to  month  with  a number  "just  not  obtainable."  The  coins  most  in  demand  will 
have  the  greatest  number  of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
working,  these  coins  keep  setting  new  records. 

Occasionally  a collector  writes  us  asking  why  our  estimated  values  in  some 
instances  are  higher  than  the  catalog  listing.  This  occurs  when  the  demand  is 
so  great  and  the  supply  so  small  that  new  records  are  set  whenever  these  coins 
come  upon  the  market.  If  one  will  take  a few  moments  to  reflect,  he  will 
understand  that  it  takes  several  months  to  compile  the  necessary  information 
before  the  catalog  can  be  published,  therefore,  it  is  inevitable  that  the  catalog 
listing  will  be  under  the  prevailing  market  price  on  the  items  in  popular  de- 
mand at  the  time  of  the  publication.  The  estimated  prices  are  entered  only 
after  careful  examination  of  the  results  obtained  in  our  past  sales  which  reflect 
the  actual  and  not  theoretical  value.  (PLEASE  NOTE  THAT  MANY  OF  THE 
ESTIMATES  ARE  CATALOG  VALUE  ONLY.  MANY  OF  THE  GOLD  COINS, 
SILVER  $1,  WASHINGTON  QUARTERS,  ETC.  ARE  ESTIMATED  AT  CATALOG.) 
in  the  final  analysis,  you  the  collector,  are  the  one  who  sets  the  price.

We  believe  that  future  editions  of  the  Guidebook  will  note  that  choice  well- 
struck  specimens  are  worth  a substantial  premium  over  regular  "uncirculated" 
ones;  thus  rounding  out  the  premium  picture  for  modern  coins  as  already  indicated 
for  50c,  25c,  5c,  lc.  Just  try  and  complete  a gem  set  of  Mercury  dimes  and  see 
how  difficult  it  is.  IT  IS  OUR  OPINION  THAT  THERE  ARE  A NUMBER  OF 
SLEEPERS  IN  THIS  SERIES,  ESPECIALLY  IN  GEM  CONDITION.  Remember,  the 
real  "bargain"  is  the  coin  which  appears  to  be  "too  high."  For  example,  the 
1927-D  which  cataloged  $100  last  year  was  "too  high"  when  it  brought  $125 
to  $150;  now  that  it  catalogs  $140  (nearly  50%  rise  in  value  in  one  year)  it  will 
still  be  "too  high"  at  its  market  value  of  $150  to  $200.  We  have  always  felt  that 
the  real  bargain  was  the  opportuniy  to  acquire  the  coin.  Just  because  a coin  cata- 
logs at  a price  does  not  mean  that  it  is  available  on  the  market  at  that  price  (just 
check  any  auction  and  see  now  consistently  rare  coins  bring  over  "catalog").  The 
market  does  not  remain  static  but  is  constantly  advancing,  especially  on  choice 
material.  YOU  CANNOT  BEAT  THE  LAW  OF  SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND.
